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DETAILED ACTION 
Formal Matters 

Claims 2, 4-7, 9, 1 1, 38, 39 and 48-49 were canceled, claims 45, 50 and 62 were amended 
in Paper No. 19, 9/30/2002. Claims 12-37, 40-47, 50-117, 121-130 are pending. Claims 12-37, 
55-61, 63-117, 121-130 are withdrawn from consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b). Claims 
40-47, 50-54, 62 are under consideration. 

Response to Amendment 

The rejection of the cancelled claims are moot, and thus withdrawn. 

The rejection of pending claims 45, 50-54 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention, has been obviated by Applicant's 
amendment, and is thus withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 45, 50-54, 62 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention, has been obviated by Applicant's amendment, and is thus 
withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 45 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 45 is dependent on claim 41. Claim 41 is drawn to a vector 
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comprising SEQ ID NO: 17. Claim 45 is drawn to n expression vector comprising only a 
functional domain of SEQ ID NO: 17, which is broader in scope than claim 41, and thus fails to 
further limit claim 41. 



Conclusion 

Claims 40-44, 46-47, 50-54, 62 are allowable. 
Claim 45 is objected to.
